O-ahextoll, Tex.. July 22.—The As­ 
sociate I Press day correspondent at 
Houlton made a Especial trip by au­ 
tomobile and a switch engine to Vtlr- 
gloria Point and walked across the 
„ damaged bridge at an early hour to­ 
day, being the first one from the 
outside to reach Galveston since com­ 
munication 'was cut off. Gangs of over 
200 men 'from 'both sidles of the bay 
were hastily repairing the bridge on 
■which tracks are baldly twisted for 
more than a mile. There were 221 
berat* of the bridge out of alignment. 
Many hogs, cattle, chickens and 
even fish arrow the lilies of railroad 
approaching Galveston 
Island. 
Five 
feet of water ni'shed over the tracks 
in Galveston and tire heavy timbers 
of the lathing pavilions and 
bath 
houses, all of which are practically 
destroyed, were carried miles across 
the island after being heaved over 
the seawall. Galveston Island, in the

anoejit a solid sheet of water, but the 
city is absolutely dry and quiet.
